Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable tiiat tiie examiner orally remind tiie applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It
